Ui. MtaawrTHia Rate*, that the re- 
turn* which be hat nceiiily received from 

the benches of magistrates throughout the 

colony, and of which an abstract i» ap 
pended la hit evidence , represent the de- 
mand fur labour to be of increasing 
urgency. He think* that although mo- 
tic v - wages have not yet riaen to to high a 
rate, the demand for agricultural asd paat- 
toral labourer* it at great aa it waa prt- 
fioutly lo the large immigration of the 
year* 1841 and 1812 ihe demand for 
female fervent* appears lo be greater. 
Since Ihe 3lat August, I B io, tiler, hat 
arrived, at the public eipecae, only tmt 
immigrant, I be aore etirriror or 
thow on boatd the unfortunate 
thip Cafareroire. He it of opinion thai 
an immigration of twenty thousand ton la 
in the neat twelve months would not be 
too large ; and that even that number 
woulJ not yield aa many labouien a. are 
wanted in the cuuntry. Aa in ihetnemy 
Ihoutand he include* men, women, and 
children, the proportion of working men 
would be only about seven thouaand. He 
consider* It of inline nee importance that 
taken immigration ahall have been once 
resumed, nothing ahould interfere with ilt 
•teady progrea* al however *low a rate 
it may How ih, the stream ahould be con- 
stantly kept up. - The power of demand- 
ing exttatagant wagea, which the value 
of a lahuurer't set rices now givea him, is 
a aeriotii grievance: but the power of 
telling lua itiuter at defiance, wlticR it 
alto givet him, ii a greater, The mere 
riee in money-traces isa mailer of email 
complaint compared with the annoyances 
and biases to which employer* are sub- 
jected through th insubordination and 
careleatneaa of their arrvante," 1 he 
»i.ii of itirchtink* have nut yet 
incteaaed very much In .Sydney, bul 
they ate now ou Ihe rise. In Me buurnr 
I Ik incieaae ha* been greater. The 
wagea in Sydney vary from 4i. bd. to Da 
by the day ; tn Melbourne from 6a, to 6*. 

Mr. Minsim t states thai there i* 
a great want uf aheptierdi, and that t tie 
increased and daily increaaing demand for 
pereont in that capacity hat drawn away 
iu many men from the wurllt of husban- 
dry, I bat much land hat been thrown oul 
of cultivation, or tuwn ao late a* to letaen 
the cltauce* of a good crop The defi- 
ciency of agricultural labour will lie 
much more severely felt in trnee months 
Ihtn it i* al present , and unlea* a tuppl) 
of labour cuidea in from without, there 
will be a great want uf hands for all or- 
dinary purposes iteit auminer, and in all 
probability inch a riae in the late of 
x agei a. greatly to embarraaa the 
agriculturiata and pruprialor* of ttock 
ihrnughout iht colony. There it alio 
a great want of domestic aer- 
vaott, both men and women, in the towna 
a* well a* ill the country districts. Of 
mech met the tupply ii at preaenl about 
c mmenioralc w lib Ihc detnaad - but if 
Ihe colony continue in a prugreaiive Hale, 
there will be an incmaed demand for (he 
labour of mechanic* alto. He it nf 
opinion that during the next eighteen 
tnun'ha, not leaa than twenty thoui'od 
working bunds might be introduced, 
without loweting the lata of waget au ai 
to operate in;ti riouily upon the iabouter. 
t-'carcity of labour and high rate* of wagea 
are iojariout to the moral character or the 
labouring claatea, bring aboil an iadif- 
ference to thaopinioa of thatir employer*, 
and producing ditwlate or eitraragant 
habitt. In thit colony they are more 
likely li lay by money when wagea art 
at a tjtauer.te and tuScient rate, than 
when they are at a very high rate. Ea> 
reaau-e wages compel employ en to pass 
overact! of iniubordinatiou and mia- 
conduct, which ought to be punished, 
but which they realty- fatl- they 
cannot deal with, froif>- .tha^diiSt -jltj 
•f replacing thtiraervantt by otiiets "i« 
fact, the natural order of tocirty i* re-^ajj*** I* 
versed— the servant become. I e ma^tr, | ^ 1 ' ' ' r ! 
and the matter may be a. id to be I litre." 

Mr. Di-lkumt> hat tuffeied much from 
the want of labour during lb. patl year, 
from the reductions in hit ttock, and alao 
from ihe lou of crops, not haviog .uSt- 
cient labour to get them in n lime. In 
Ihe interior they are obliged to pay the 
men anything tbey aak. ihe waglt of 
thepherdt hare risen, in his part of the 
country, from aUH to aS2S a-yeat ; of 
farm Iabouter. fram £16 to (.>■> , and in 
fact all labour ia un tb. increase in the 
Mine proportion. Hut-keeper., bullock- 
drivert, thepherdi, and ploujjhmen.iSI are 
alike. He ha* been obliged to dispose of 
hi* .keep and to boil them down, becaute 
he could not afford tu keep them. Several 
attack ho Idee* wete laat teaaon obliged to 
•hear their threat in the great*, becaute 
they could not get labour lu wuh 
them A great deal of Hock hat 
been de.lioyed, by boiling-down, 
in contcquence of the want of labour. 
He ia obliged to destroy, every year, 
about three or four thouaand sheep i and 
ia aataae nVtaka he hat at many aa twelve 
bundle*, whereat the number thai can be 
advantageously kept in one Hock it about 
eight hundred dry, and five hundred 
breeding tbeep Looking forward to the 
approaching busy aeaaon, he antic ipatet 
still greater difficulty. Ht think* that 
if eight thouaand male adult* were to be 
now introduced into the colony, they 
would be i mined lately employed. 

Three gentlemen ape k Ihe ouiveraal 
language of the colony, at lean of all 
who hevrthe mean* of forming a sober 
estimate of the present and prrapecthni 
exigenciet of the labour market. We 
ahall hereafter oolite the other branch of
